TRETCHING across nearly 300 
miles of sky space, about 
1,600 Flying Fortresses and 
Liberators, manned by 6,800. airmen, 
yesterday struck America’s greatest 
air blow of the war, says a P.A.

Never before has such a colossal 
force of heavy bombers—British and 
American—been assembled for a 
single mission. 

The great force, screened by more 
than 800 Mustangs and Thunder- 
bolts, was despatched against three 
vital base-to-front rail hubs in 
Germany—Frankfurt, Hanau and 
Giessen. The bombing was carried 
out in adverse weather conditions. 

Going out in five large formations, 
the armada also attacked other rail 
targets in Western Germany. 

For over an  hour-andra-half 
the roar of the aircraft could be 
heard in Britain. 

The bombers and fighters were 
jones their targets between 11 a.m.
